at the beginning of the storm. 


Three persons were hurt, 
but

only one case are the 
injuries of a 


serious character. Thomas 
Wright 


was standing In the City meat market 
when the front was blown In and Mr. 
Wright was.cut badly by the glass. 


Telephone' lines are all down and 


streets are a mass of trees, fences, 
barns, etc. The city fire station was 
blown over and the jail demolished. 
The railroad coal chute '.was partly 
destroyed. The wind was followed by 
a terrific hailstorm which demolished 
nearly nil the windows that the tor- 
nado had left whole. 


Heavy damage is reported done by 


this hailstorm to the -crops. Small 
grain is. practically destroyed. 
The 


damage1 done to Long Pine -by the 
wind and hail will be In excess of
